A very important attempt on the part of the British government to address 
the problems arising from the proliferation of counterfeit coppers. Most 
previous anti-counterfeiting laws had not applied to copper coins, and the 
current Act sought to redress that oversight, stating that legal protection 
“shall extend, and be construed, deemed, and taken to extend, to all such 
Pieces of Copper Money as shall be issued by Order of His Majesty, His 
Heirs and Successors, and as shall, by His or Their Royal Proclamation, be 
ordered to be deemed and taken as Current Money of this Realm.” This Act, 
and the issue of well-produced copper coins beginning in 1799 by Matthew 
Boulton, led to the decline of the age of the counterfeit copper in Britain 
and eventually the U.S.

A remarkably nice copy of an intriguing petition to the King’s Council for 
Coin. The merchants involved beg the government to address the “excessive 
quantity of Copper Coinage circulating in and about the Metropolis.” 

Noting that the new copper coinage introduced in 1799 had not entirely 
replaced the old amalgam of worn and counterfeit coppers that had plagued 
the late 18th century, but had instead merely been added to it, they state that 
those who dealt in small goods typically paid for in coppers were stuck with 
enormous numbers of them, and that purchases were unable to be made 
with them except at reduced rates. The petitioners ask the government to 
withdraw from circulation all old coppers, good or ill, an idea to which Clark 
lends his support. Suggests that the vast numbers of counterfeit halfpennies 
produced in the 18th century continued to cause problems in the 19th.

The rare first printing of the 1814 Mint Report, preceding the octavo 
printing. Transmitted by President James Madison and written by Mint 
Director Robert Patterson. The production of copper, silver and gold 
coinage is carefully enumerated by quarter, with mintage figures given for 
half eagles, half dollars, dismes (retaining the old spelling) and cents on the 
attractive folding table. The supply of copper stock was clearly already an 
issue, as the Mint reports only striking cents during the fourth quarter of the 
year (and would famously go on to skip the following year altogether). Also 
included in the report is a table submitted by James Rush, Mint Treasurer, 
providing an abstract of Mint expenditures for the year. Shaw and 
Shoemaker 36328.

Also includes 
statements by Mint Director James Pollock, William P. Dole (Commissioner 
of Indian Affairs) and Secretary of the Treasury Salmon P. Chase.

First Known Appearance of the Dollar Sign in Print, and 
Earliest Known Illustration of a U.S. Coin

This early American accounting and bookkeeping manual contains what is generally believed to be the first appearance in 
print of the dollar sign ($). It also includes, as a frontispiece, an engraving depicting a 1795 U.S. eagle, which Eric Newman 
has called “the earliest known illustration of a United States coin.” Also included on the engraving are the Spanish pistole, 
French “guinea,” British guinea, and Portuguese Johannes and half moidore. The book consists of a series of practical 
lessons for clerks. The dollar sign, which appears on page 56 for the first time and then throughout the volume, is a 
typographical approximation based upon the handwritten dollar sign used by some during the period. It resembles our own, 
but also differs from it. Much as a typographical ampersand is much more stylized than most of our handwritten 
ampersands, this initial attempt at a dollar sign in type is less a strict representation of the handwritten sign than an attempt 
to establish a similar sign for more formal treatment in type. A rare volume, of very high importance. For a fascinating 
overview of the history of the dollar sign, see Eric P. Newman’s “The Dollar $ign: Its Written and Printed Origin” in 
America’s Silver Dollars (New York: ANS, 1995).
